Members of the committee and city 
officials have conferred with the Ful- 
ton and DeKalb legislative

ing Atlanta’s financial dilemma. 


However, it was known that the 
legislators agreed only to help in re- 
ducing the deficit and not to perma- 
nently increase the local tax load. 

Several methods of raising addi- 
tional revenue for a specified length 
of time for application to the deficit 
are under consideration of city lead-. 
ers and legislators. 

Finance committeemen, hoping to 
achieve a balance in the budget at 
the meeting at 3 o'clock this after- | 
noon, admitted yesterday that a 10 
and 20 per cent cut in appropria- 
tions for salaries appeared the only 
means of striking the balance. 7 

Alderman Ed A. Gilliam, chairman | 
of the finance committee, declared that | 
no additional revenue is in sight at | 
the present time He said the com- 
mittee could not increase the amount 
of $105,000 set up Monday for emer- 
gency relief.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS

METHODS WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The White House has big ears. 
It hears more than it speaks. One interesting. thing it 


has heard lately, of which it has not spoken, is that one or two supreme |, 


court justices expect to retire at the end of the present court session. 
The wholly unofficial tip is supposed to have come roundabout through 
personal sources. It'is, of course, very indefinite. Some near-insiders, 
however, attribute President Roosevelt’s recently announced confidence 
that settlement of the issue will not be “delayed”. to this particular in- 
formation. 

The best authorities doubt it. In the first place, they do not believe 
any supreme court justice, and particularly the two mentioned, will re- 
tire from the bench until carried out. Likewise, they recognize behind 
the President’s message certain symptoms of typical Roosevelt promo- 
tional technique. His vague confidence, they say, was purposeful. He 
declined to espouse a constitutional amendment or new legislation be- 
cause his lawyers have been unable to draft any that would be satisfac- 
tory.

Strange Notion. 


I have too much phosphate in mv 
system. Would like to know whether 
dates and raisins contain phosphate. 
I eat a great deal of these and no- 
tice my bladder becomes irritable ev- 
ery time I eat them. . . . (L. M.) 

Answer—Both raisins and dates 
tend to diminish acidity of urine. 
Foods richest in phosphorous are lean 
beef, eggs, wheat. cheese, milk, beans. 
It is doubtful whether you ean get too 
much phosphorous. I don’t know how 
you arrive at the conclusion that your 
System contains too much phosphate. 
Perhaps you eat too much cereal or 
cereal derivaties. Not enough fresh 
raw relishes such as raw carrot, raw 
turnip, raw apple, raw cabbage, let- 
tuce. celery, tomato, citrus fruits.

Rivers did not say how much home- 
stead tax exemption he would ask, but 
reminded the legislators pointedly that 
Klorida “has a $5,000 home exemp- 
tion,’ and that states where such ex- 
emptions have been provided have suf- 
fered “no disruption in = municipal, 
county or school affairs.” 

The new Governor said frankly taxes 
would be higher. After outlining his 
program, he said: 

“We have been commissioned by the 


people of Georgia to do all of these 
things and they will require an in- 


crease in the income of the state gov- 
ernment. 

“The only way to secure income for 
the state is by taxation.” 

He said ‘““we cannot turther burden 
real estate’ with taxes, but must 
“lighten that burden.” Rivers explain- 

that “for nearly every dollar of 
additional state tax levied there will 
either be a corresponding amount 
taken off local tax levies, or a greater 
amount in federal money coming in 
through matching.

NEW CITY RELIEF PLAN

PROPOSED BY LONGING 


Municipal Appropriation Is 
Held Inadequate by Coun- 
ty Board Member. 


Fulton county commissioners may 
set aside an appropriation to match 
that of the city for relief work with- 
in the city limits and then care for 
the needy in the county themselves 
separately, Commissioner George F, 
Longino indicated yesterday. 

This followed action of the finance 
committee of city council Monday set- 
ting aside an appropriation of $105,- 
000, including $25,000 already paid 
for January, as the city’s share in 
providing relief. 

“The finance committee’s appropria- 
tion is inadequate,” Longino declared, 
“and the Board of Public Welfare 
cannot hope to operate under the mea- 
ger appropriation. The county has 
already donated $300,000 for the year 
and it will be necessary for the city 
to supply an additional sum of like 
amount. 

Longino emphasized the county 
could not increase its $25,000 month- 
ly relief appropriation. 

Fulton commissioners, the city 
council, Mayor Hartsfield and the 
Fulton and DeKalb county legislative 
delegations are to meet Thursday, 
January 21, in an effort to provide 
the necessary funds for aid to the 
10,000 on relief. 

The city finance committee said 
they had provided all that was possi- 
ble for relief during 1937. 

“If no more money is available 
from the city, we may set aside mon- 
ey to match the city appropriation 
for use in Atlanta to be administered 
as the council sees fit, and we shall 
care for the needy of the county in 
our way,” Longino declared. 

The Board of Public Welfare is 
operated by the county commissioners 
under act of the legislature and will 
be closed from necessity February 1 if 
methods of financing it have not been 
completed by then, Longino said.

HOME TAX EXEMPTION 
SOUGHT FOR GEORGIA 


Proposed Bills Will Lift As- 
sessments Off Owner-Oc- 


cupied Properties. 


Exemption of owner-occupied homes 
up to the value of $5,000 and personal 
property to the extent of $300 are 
purposes of companion bills the Rich- 
mond county delegation will introduce 
in the general assembly this week. 

Both bills provide for submitting 
constitutional amendments to voters 
of the state late this spring at the 
same time that plans call for submit- 
ting an old-age pension amendment. 

Ratification at such an election 
would permit the.exemptions to be- 
come effective December 31, 1937. Ex- 
emptions in both bills would apply to 
all state, county, municipal and school 


district ad valorem taxes, except that 
taxation could continue for the pur- 
pose of paying any bonds outstanding 


at the time the amendments passed. 

Signed by Speaker Roy V. Harris 
and Representatives Wilmer D. Lanier 
and William K. Barrett, the home- 
stead exemption bill provides that any 
property within city limits eligible for 
the exemption must be in one tract. 
Lanier explained this qualification by 
Saying the owner of more than one 
piece of residential property could 
claim exemption only on that prop- 
erty he occupies as a home. 

In rural districts, the exemption 
would apply to a home and a maxi- 
mum of 50 acres of land. The owner

Market Outlook

Selective’ and possibly irregular stock 
market operations appear likely in the 
next few weeks because of uncertainty 
about labor problems and company 
earnings. 

The market re ed this today. 
Morning steadiness gave way to soft- 
ness in recently strong copper issues. 
Near the close there was fresh buying 
of utility stocks—sending the Dow- 
Jones average to a new high since 1933 
—and the close was no worse than ir- 
regular. Trading volume was the heav- 
iest since November 5, 1935, totaling 
3,360,000 shares. Volume on the curb 
exchange was 1,116,000 shares—best 
since February 19. 4 

The fact that the market has taken 
on selective tone may be favorable as 
it may eliminate the recession which 
many traders felt was overdue. The 
market can adjust itself after sharp 
rises by such irregular operations. Yet 
the possibility of a recession is not 
eliminated. Leadership today turned 
to the unimportant low-class shares 
—and therefore future operations 
should be cautious. 

Outstanding developments were: 
more favorable view on the 
foreign situation which resulted in a 
pickup in foreign bonds and some 
firmness in foreign exchanges in rela- 
tion to the dollar. Buying of some 
food commodities continued heavy. . 

2—The flare-up of difficulties in the 
automobile labor situation brought fur- 
ther nervousness, although Wall Street 
maintains the attitude the strike soon 
will be settled. 

8. — Unconfirmed foreign reports 
that foreign copper producers would 
drop production restrictions in view 
of the heavy demand for the metal, 
particularly from armament-tMakers.

THE DEFENDERS’ FORCING BID 
The rules of forcing bids described 
in this chapter have applied only ta 
the side which opened the bidding. 
The defenders, because they enter the 
bidding when it already has been 
opened, face a different problem. At 
least one of their opponents, who 
has made an opening bid, probably 
has about three honor tricks. Against 
such a strong hand it is not often 
that a player may be certain of game, 
The procedure of the defenders is, 
therefore, to show strength b; about 
the same sort of forcing bids that 
the opening side used, but not to 
make them entirely forcing, to leave 
partner the option of passing. 

A defender’s jumped overcall of two, 
when one more than necessary, is 4 
Strength showing bid, but may bg 
passed. 

A jump take-out of a simple over+ 
call, when made in a new suit, also 
is a strong bid. but may, at times, ba@ 
passed when the overcall is a par- 
ticularly weak one. For example: 
South West North East 
leclub ldiamond Pass 2 spadeq 

East's bid tells West that game is 
in sight if the one diamond overcall 
was a good, sound one. With about 
one and one-half honor tricks or even 
Slightly less, West is supposed to bid

As against this dia- 
mond analysis, the 3-3 break in the 
club suit that would be required for 
its establishment was not at all at- 
tractive, especially since the heart 
finesse would be necessary also. 

So declarer led the diamond queen, 
West won and, seeing nothing better 
to do, cleared the spade suit. But 
now declarer, on winning the spade 
return, laid down the diamond king, 
Then, when the jack failed to appear, 
he took a heart finesse and led dum- 
my's ten of diamonds. 

It was a tense moment for the dee 
clarer, waiting to see which advers 
sary should win this with the jack. 
Obviously, if it had been West he 
would have cashed two good spade 
tricks, but when East came up with 
that vital card declarer’s troubles 
were over and four odd became a lays 
down.
